In early December, 2001, a fresh-faced group of SHS students travelled to Boston, and for four days 
represented the country of Guatemala, in the 48th annual session of the Havard Model UN (United 
Nations), held at Harvard University. This is the second time that Smithf ield High students have 
participated in the Harvard Model UN, thanks to the guidance of resident English teacher Mrs.
